District No. 8, Miss Rachel G. Smith; District No. 9and 10, 
Mrs. Eva J. Felker; District No. 11, Miss Mary E. Smith; Dis- 
trict No. 13, Miss Alice L. Moulton; District No. 16 and 17, 
Mrs. Edith Robinson. Length of spring term, 11 weeks. 

The fall term of 8 weeks wastaught by the same teachers, 
except that Miss Rachel G. Smith was transferred to No. 11, 
Mrs. Mildred Allen Colby taught No. 8, Mrs. Isabel Ambler 
Gilman in District Nu. 12, Miss Bertha Watts of New Hamp- 
ton in No. 16 and 17 and Miss Phoebe Whitcher in No. 6.

The Board of Education for District No5 submits the fol- 
lowing report, coyering the Spring, Fall and Winter terms of 
the vear just past.
